REMARKS 

The Claim Amendments 

Applicants have withdrawn claims 9-33 and 35, without prejudice. Applicants 
have amended claims 1, 34 and 36 to improve their form and correspond them to the elected 
subject matter. 

None of the amendments to the claims constitutes new matter. Claims 1-8, 34, 
36 and 37 are now pending in this application.

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Applicants make this election expressly without waiver of their right to file for 
and to obtain claims directed to the non-elected subject matter in divisional or continuing 
applications claiming priority and benefit herefrom.
